ACTION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CURATORS 

Defining  the  scope  and  purpose  of  the  University,  and  the 
relation  existing  between  the  Officers  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  of  the  Institution. 

In  the  Memorial  of  the  Educational  Convention  held  at  Lexington, 
May  7  and  8,  1872,  and  which  inaugurated  the  movement  that  resulted  in 
the  establishment  of  our  University,  the  following  language  occurs: 
*'  It  is  the  sense  of  this  convention  that  steps  be  taken  to  at  once  establish, 
on  a  broad  and  liberal  basis,  an  institution  of  the  highest  order,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Synod  of  Kentucky,  and  thus  carry  out  the  earnest 
wishes  of  the  fathers,  as  demonstrated  by  the  establishment  of  Centre 
College,  now  lost  to  this  Church." 

In  Article  7th  of  the  Charter  as  adopted  and  approved  March  3,  1873, 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  is  the  following:  "It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Curators,  as  soon  as  may  conveniently  be  done, 
to  establish  an  institution  to  be  known  as  the  Central  University,  and  to 
provide  for  the  establishment  therein  of  a  department  for  instruction  in 
Literature,  and  the  Arts  and  Sciences,  on  the  model  of  the  best  Universi- 
ties; and,  as  soon  as  it  may  be  done  with  advantage,  a  department  of 
Law  and  a  department  of  Medicine.  It  shall  also  afford  every  facility  for 
the  establishment  by  the  Synod  of  Kentucky  of  a  department  of  Theology, 
either  of  itself,  or  in  conjunction  with  any  of  its  Co-Synods,  or  its  Gen- 
eral Assembly." 

These  statements  from  the  original  movers  and  founders  of  the  institu- 
tion make  it  clear  that  what  they  aimed  at  was  a  University  in  the  proper 
sense  of  the  term — that  is,  a  school  embracing  the  four  faculties  after  the 
best  models. 

It  is  evident  that  they  did  not  expect  to  establish  at  once  all  the  de- 
partments, but  "as  soon  as  may  be  done  with  advantage."  It  was  then 
expected  to  be  a  matter  of  growth.  During  the  first  decade  of  the  insti- 
tution, only  two  of  the  faculties  were  established,  viz.:  that  of  the 
College  of  Philosophy,  Letters  and  Science,  and  that  of  the  College  of 
Medicine.  Recently  the  College  of  Dentistry  was  established.  It  is  the 
sense  of  this  Board  that  the  original  purpose  should  be  adhered  to,  and 
that  as  soon  as  practicable  a  school  of  Theology  should  be  established,  an 
eager  desire  for  which  has  existed  in  the  minds  of  many  of  the  friends 
and  patrons  of  the  University  for  years  past. 

In  the  College  of  Philosophy,  Letters  and  Science,  the  University 
model  was  evidently  contemplated. 

Section  2  of  Article  5,  of  the  Charter,  defines  the  powers  of  the  Board 
of  Curators  therein:    "In  the  said  Board  of  Curators  shall  be  vested  the 
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power  to  fix  and  direct  the  course  of  instruction  in  said  University;  to 
employ  and  contract  with  teachers  and  professors;  to  determine  what 
chairs  or  schools  in  the  University  shall  be  established  ;  and  how  the  same 
shall  be  controlled  and  conducted;  and  in  general  to  control  and  manage 
the  affairs  of  said  University. 

In  Article  5,  Section  4,  of  the  Charter,  the  Chancellor  is  constituted 
the  agent  of  the  Board,  and  he  acts  by  their  authority.  In  Article  4, 
Section  4,  he  is  declared  to  be  ''the  chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  Uni- 
versity, charged  with  the  general  superintendence  of  its  affairs,  both 
financial  and  educational,  subject,  however,  to  the  general  instructions  of 
the  Board  of  Curators  in  matters  under  their  control;"  and,  as  the  power 
of  the  Board  is  over  the  power  of  every  department  of  the  University,  the 
power  of  the  Chancellor  as  the  chief  Executive  Officer,  during  such  times 
as  the  Board  is  not  in  session,  is  supreme,  subject  always  to  the  review  or 
control  of  the  Board.  In  the  exercise  of  the  duties  of  his  office  as  the 
agent  of  the  Board,  he  shall  collect  and  invest  the  funds  of  the  University, 
meeting  all  the  liabilities  incurred  in  the  maintainance  of  the  institution. 
He  shall  have  the  care  of  the  buildings  and  grounds;  he  shall  seek  pat- 
ronage for  the  institution  and  commend  it  abroad  ;  and  he  shall  confer 
with  the  Faculty  on  all  matters  of  general  interest,  co-operating  with 
them  and  seeking  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency  in  every  department. 
To  this  end  he  shall  have  free  access  to  the  meetings  of  the  Faculty,  and 
to  the  lecture-rooms  of  all  professors  and  teachers,  but  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  conserve  the  independence  of  the  instructors,  and  cultivate  cordial 
relations  between  himself  and  them  and  the  Board,  and  thus  develop 
unity  of  life,  aim  and  purpose  in  all  who  are  officially  related  to  the 
institution. 

The  President  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Philosophy,  Letters 
and  Science  presides  over  and  conducts  the  deliberations  of  the  Faculty 
and  sees  that  their  decisions  are  enforced.  He  is  also  Vice-Chancellor 
of  the  University,  and  discharges  the  duties  of  the  Chancellor  in  his 
absence,  or  in  his  inability  to  act,  or  during  any  vacancy  in  the  office. 

To  the  Faculty  is  committed  the  government  and  discipline  of  that 
department  of  the  institution  in  which  they  are  instructors,  and  all  the 
details  of  business  that  usually  pertain  to  it  in  institutions  of  learning 
modeled  after  the  University  pattern.  Each  member  is  independent  in 
his  own  department,  but  is  bound  by  the  rulings  of  the  Faculty  in  all 
matters  that  pertain  to  the  general  management  of  the  institution.

Bachelors  of  Science  who  shall  have  completed  one  year  of 
graduate  study,  or  the  equivalent  of  sixteen  hours  per  week 
during  the  session,  in  the  departments  of  Natural  Science, 
Mathematics  and  Philosophy,  and  shall  have  written  a  satisfac- 
tory thesis  upon  some  subject  belonging  to  one  of  these  depart- 
ments. 

VI.  The  Degree  of  Master  of  Letters  will  be  conferred  upon 
Bachelors  of  Letters  who  shall  have  completed  one  year  of 
graduate  study,  or  the  equivalent  of  sixteen  hours  per  week 
during  the  session,  in  the  departments  of  English,  Modern 
Languages  and  Philosophy,  and  shall  have  written  a  satisfactory 
thesis  upon  some  subject  belonging  to  one  of  these  departments. 

To  be  eligible  to  the  Master's  Degree,  a  student  must  have 
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attained  an  average  mark  of  85  upon  the  studies  included  in  the 
Bachelor's  degree. 

The  above  scheme  of  degrees  contemplates  residence  at  the 
University.  In  the  case  of  non-resident  students,  two  years 
will  be  necessary. 

All  examinations,  whether  of  resident  or  non-resident  stu- 
dents, will  be  held  at  the  University.

McBrayer,  of  Lawrenceburg,  Ky.,  embraces  a  course  for  the 
whole  body  of  students,  as  originally  contemplated  in  the  en- 
dowment. 

In  the  regular  conduct  of  this  chair  Dr.  Witherspoon  will 
hold  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  Bible  running  through  the  entire 
session,  embracing  a  systematic  study  with  the  aid  of  blackboard 
exercises,  maps,  etc.,  of  each  book  of  the  New  Testament 
Scriptures,  and  also  a  grouping  of  the  facts  of  Old  Testament 
history,  and  revelation  about  the  persons  and  lives  of  the  more 
illustrious  men  of  the  old  economy.  Every  student  of  the 
University  will  be  expected  to  attend  the  lectures  in  this  course. 

MILITARY   DEPARTMENT. 

Prof.  W.   H.  SAGE. 

This  department  is  in  charge  of  the  Professor  of  Military 
Science  and  Tactics,  an  officer  of  the  regular  Army,  detailed  by 
the  War  Department  for  the  purpose.  All  students  in  the 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  are  required  to  attend. 

Instruction  is  both  practical  and  theoretical.  The  student 
on  entering  college  is  drilled  in  the  school  of  the  soldier, 
including  bayonet  exercise,  and  is  advanced,  successively,  to 
the  schools  of  the  company  and  battalion.  Recitations  in 
drill  regulations,  guard  duty,  small  arms  firing  regulations,  will 
be  held,  and  lectures  on  military  subjects  will  be  given.  Offi- 
cers are  selected  at  the  opening  of  the  session  from  the  men  of 
the  Junior  and  Senior  classes  who  have  taken  the  course.

Students  not  taking  Latin  and  Greek  will  be  permitted  to 
take  an  additional  course  in  History,  English  and  Mathematics. 
They  will  also  have  the  opportunity  of  studying  Book-keeping. 
All  students  required  to  have  a  complement  of  studies. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Careful  attention  will  be  given  to  the  physical  training  of  the 
students  in  this  department.  They  have  access  to  the  Gymna- 
sium, and  will  be  required  to  go  through  daily  drills  under  the 
directions  of  a  professor. 
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MILITARY  DRILL. 

Military  Drill  has  been  adopted  in  this  department,  the  object 
of  which  is  to  improve  the  health  and  physique  of  students,  and 
to  give  that  elementary  military  knowledge  which  every  citizen 
should  possess  that  he  may  render  intelligent  and  effective  aid 
to  his  country  or  State  in  case  of  war  or  riots. 

Uniform. 
A  uniform  consisting  of  cap,    jacket  and   trousers  of  gray 
cloth  will  be  used.     The  entire  suit  is  neat  and  serviceable,  and, 
while  required  at  drills,  may  be  used  on  any  occasion. 

TRAINING  IN  ORATORY. 

Throughout  the  year  the  students  in  this  department  will  be 
carefully  trained  in  the  art  of  public  speaking.  As  a  stimulus  to 
careful  work  a  gold  medal  is  offered  to  the  best  declaimer  in 
each  of  the  three  higher  grades,  as  determined  by  a  contest  held 
at  the  end  of  each  session.

Arithmetic,  English  Grammar  and  Composition,  Geography, 
Physiology,  Civil  Government,  United  States  History,  Kentucky 
History,  Elocution,  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching. 

These  studies  will  be  taught  by  means  of  lectures,  or  plain 
talks  and  practical  exercises,  the  aim  being  to  give  the  student 
a  clear  outline  and  thorough  understanding  of  each  subject. 

ADVANCED  COURSES. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  may  wish  to  work  outside  of 
the  common  school  branches,  advanced  courses  in  the  depart- 
ments of  mathematics  and  the  languages  will  be  given  if  there 
is  sufficient  demand  for  them.  In  English  a  course  in  literature 
is  offered. 

Those  desiring  advanced  courses  would  do  well  to  make  such 
desire  known  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  before  the 
session   opens.

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Origin  and  Plan  of  the  University; 


The  Southern  Synod,  of  Kentucky,  purposing  to  establish  an 
institution  of  learning  of  high  order,  to  perpetuate  the  design  of 
the  fathers  in  the  establishment  of  Centre  College,  which  had 
been  lost  to  the  Synod,  it  was  judged  by  the  friends  of  liberal 
education  and  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  Kentucky,  within 
and  without  the  church,  a  favorable  opportunity  for  securing  in 
the  State  a  university  on  a  broad  and  Christian  basis.  A  num- 
ber of  the  Alumni  of  Centre  College,  and  of  friends  of  learning 
and  of  the  church,  therefore,  assembled  in  convention  at  Lex- 
ington on  the  7th  of  May,  1872,  and  having  organized  them- 
selves into  a  permanent  association,  on  the  following  day  ten- 
dered to  the  Synod  their  co-operation  for  establishing  such  an 
institution.  The  offer  was  accepted  by  the  Synod,  and  a  joint 
committee  was  established  by  the  two  bodies  for  arranging 
details  and  prosecuting  an  endowment.  A  charter  was  agreed 
upon  by  the  committee  and  adopted  by  the  Synod  and  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars 
was  subscribed,  which,  though  regarded  as  but  a  beginning, 
was  judged  sufficient  to  justify  opening  an  institution.  By  the 
charter  the  donors  of  the  endowment  own  and  control  the 
University,  under  the  title  of 

THE  CENTRAL  UNIVERSITY  OF  KENTUCKY, 

And  they  elect  their  successors  from  among  the  Alumni  of  the 
institution  and  its  liberal  benefactors.  The  government  of  the 
University  and  the  management  of  its  funds  are  confided  to  the 
Chancellor  and  fifteen  Curators,  two-thirds  of  whom  must  be 
members  of  the  Alumni  Association.  The  institution,  thus 
placed  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Synod  and  Association, 
avoids,  it  is  believed,  the  dangers  which  arise  from  exclusive 
State  or  Church  control. 

LOCATION. 
The  College  of  Philosophy,  Letters  and  Science  is  located  at 
Richmond,  a  city  of  five  thousand  inhabitants,  in  the  midst  of

the  most  beautiful,  rolling  and  fertile  portion  of  the  Bluegrass 
region  of  Kentucky,  near  the  foothills  of  the  Cumberland 
mountains,  at  an  elevation  of  five  hundred  feet  above  the  Ohio 
river. 

In  point  of  healthfulness,  this  locality  is  unsurpassed  by  any 
in  the  country.  It  is  absolutely  free  from  malaria,  which  com- 
plicates nearly  every  disease.  In  winter  the  climate  is  of  that 
invigorating,  bracing  character  best  adapted  to  secure  the  great- 
est mental  and  physical  activity,  while  in  summer  the  elevation 
insures  cool  nights,  so  indispensable  to  comfort  and  rest. 

Richmond  is  situated  on  the  main  stem  of  the  Kentucky 
Central  railroad  from  Cincinnati  to  Knoxville,  and  is  in  direct 
communication  with  the  Louisville  &  Nashville  railroad  at  Rich 
mond  Junction,  and  with  the  Cincinnati  Southern  railroad  at 
Nicholasville.  Passengers  leaving  Nashville,  Chattanooga  and 
Knoxville  arrive  at  Richmond  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day. 
The  Louisville  Southern  railroad  has  been  completed  to  Rich- 
mond. The  city  is  thus  an  important  railroad  center  and  is  in 
easy  and  rapid  communication  with  all  parts  of  the  country. 

The  University  grounds  adjoin  the  town,  and  are  nearly  a 
square,  one-fourth  of  a  mile  to  the  side. 

The  buildings  are  equal  in  convenience  to  those  of  any  col- 
lege in  the  country,  and  command  a  view  of  the  fertile  region 
for  many  miles  around,  and  of  the  mountains  nearly  or  quite  to 
the  Tennessee  and  Virginia  lines. 

The  people  of  Richmond,  constituting  as  hospitable  and 
refined  a  community  as  any  country  can  claim,  open  their 
houses  to  students,  and  thus  throw  around  them  the  restraints 
of  the  family  circle  and  the  influences  of  the  Christian  house- 
hold. 

ADMISSION. 

Candidates  for  admission  into  any  class  are,  as  a  rule,  re- 
quired to  pass  an  examination  on  the  studies  previously  pursued 
by  the  class  or  their  equivalents.  But  students  from  High 
Schools  of  recognized  good  standing,  if  certified  to  have  com- 
pleted a  course  of  study  which  can  be  fairly  accepted  as  equiva- 
lent,   and   to   have    passed   satisfactory   examinations   on   the 
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same,  will  be  received  on  trial  into  the  Freshman  class  without 
examination  if  they  desire  it.  This  privilege  has  been  granted 
to  the  following  :

Candidates  for  admission  must  report  to  the  Chancellor  and 
to  the  President  of  the  Faculty  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
their  arrival. 

A  certificate  of  good  moral  character  will  be  demanded  of 
every  applicant ;  and,  if  from  another  institution  of  learning,  a 
certificate  of  honorable  dismissal. 

Conditioned  students  will  be  required  to  make  up  their  defi- 
ciencies within  some  prescribed  time. 

It  is  very  important  that  every  student  be  in  his  place  on  the 
first  day  of  the  term,  and  that  his  attendance  be  uninterrupted 
to  the  close. 
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EXAMINATIONS. 

There  are  two  general  examinations  of  all  the  classes  every 
year.  The  first,  or  intermediate,  is  at  the  close  of  the  first 
term,  on  the  studies  of  the  term ;  the  second,  or  final,  is  at  the 
close  of  the  second  term  on  the  studies  of  the  session. 

The  examinations  are  in  writing  and  thorough.  The  final 
grade  is  determined  from  the.  record  of  recitations  and  the 
marks  of  examination  papers.  The  student  is  thus  encouraged 
to  daily  preparation  for  the  class-room,  and  also  to  the  per- 
manent acquisition  of  definite  knowledge. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  government  of  the  Faculty  gives  judicious  scope  to  the 
development  of  a  true  manhood.  The  largest  freedom  of  self- 
guidance  is  allowed  that  the  instincts  of  the  gentleman  demand, 
but  no  conduct  will  be  allowed  that  abuses  this  freedom. 
Students  on  matriculation  obligate  themselves  to  observe  the 
regulations  adopted  by  the  Faculty  for  the  government  of  the 
institution.  No  student  is  allowed  to  leave  the  town  during  the 
session  without  the  permission  of  the  Faculty,  or  to  withdraw 
from  the  University  until  regularly  dismissed. 

No  Literary  society  may  be  established  without  the  advice 
of  the  Faculty.  No  student,  while  in  attendance  on  any  depart- 
ment, shall  be  a  member  of  any  secret  society  or  college  frater- 
nity unless  organized  by  consent  of  the  Faculty. 

Billiards  and  card-playing  are  prohibited. 

PROHIBITION  OF  CREDIT. 

The  Legislature  has  recently  passed  a  special  act  for  the 
benefit  of  Central  University,  which  prohibits  merchants  and 
others,  under  severe  penalties,  from  crediting  students. 

CIRCULAR  LETTERS. 

At  the  end  of  every  ten  weeks  a  circular  letter  is  addressed 
to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  each  student,  in  which  are  stated 
his  average  standing  in  scholarship,  absences  from  recitation 
and  chapel,  together  with  any  improper  conduct  requiring  par- 
ticular notice. 
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RELIGIOUS. 

All  students  in  the  College  of  Philosophy,  Letters  and 
Science  are  required  to  attend  daily  morning  prayers  in  the 
chapel,  and  public  divine  service  in  some  one  of  the  churches 
each  Sabbath  morning.  Parents  are  requested  to  communicate 
to  the  Faculty  what  church  they  desire  their  sons  to  attend; 
otherwise  the  Faculty  will  direct. 

The  Chancellor  will  give  special  attention  to  the  religious 
wants  of  the  students,  preaching  to  them,  and  otherwise  laboring 
for  their  good,  as  far  as  the  other  duties  of  his  office  will  allow. 
YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION. 

This  society  is  in  successful  operation.  The  object  of  the 
Association  is  to  bring  new  students  under  moral  and  religious 
influences,  and  furnish  opportunity  for  Christian  effort  in  the 
University. 

The  Association  is  addressed  from  time  to  time,  during  the 
session,  by  eminent  ministers  and  others. 

A  room  has  been  set  aside  for  the  sole  use  of  the  Association, 
which  the  ladies  of  Richmond  have  kindly  furnished  during  the 
summer.  This  room  is  used  for  regular  weekly  devotional 
meetings,  and  is  supplied  with  a  good  selection  of  periodical  and 
other  literature.  Donations  of  books  and  periodicals  will  be 
gratefully  received. 

To  meet  the  increasing  needs  of  the  Association  liberal  friends 
are  planning  to  erect  at  an  early  date  a  large  building  which  will 
be  fully  equipped  and  dedicated  to  the  work  of  the  Association. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

Spacious  halls  in  the  University  building  have  been  assigned 
to  the  two  literary  societies,  the  "  Epiphyllidian "  and  the 
"  Philalethean."  The  debates  and  other  literary  exercises  of 
these  societies  are  valuable  auxiliaries  in  a  course  of  mental 
discipline  and  social  culture.  They  have  a  nucleus  of  a  library, 
and  will  be  grateful  for  any  contribution  to  their  shelves  from 
the  friends  of  learning.  Public  exercises  are  held  on  the  2 2d  of 
February,  and  the  final  celebration  occurs  on  Tuesday  before 
the  Commencement,  when  orations  are  delivered  by  three  repre- 
sentatives of  each  society  selected  from  the  Junior  class. 
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LITERARY  MAGAZINE. 

The  students  of  the  University  publish  a  monthly  magazine, 
The  Atlantis,  which  furnishes  a  vehicle  for  literary  and  journal- 
istic work. 

ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Alumni  Association,  composed  of  a  number  of  the 
Alumni  of  Centre  College,  in  sympathy  with  the  Southern  Synod 
of  Kentucky  and  other  friends  of  learning,  was  organized  May 
7,  1872.  By  the  charter  they  elect  their  own  successors  from 
the  donors  to  the  endowment  fund,  and  from  the  Alumni  of  the 
University.  The  annual  meeting  will  be  held  on  Tuesday, 
June  13th,  at  4  o'clock  p.  m.

Miss  Mary  J.  Lyons,  of  Danville,  Ky.,  is  the  first  to  avail 
herself  of  this  opportunity  by  contributing  $5,000  for  endow- 
ment of 

The  Lyons  Lectureship. 

The  interest  on  this  sum  may  be  used  from  time  to  time,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Chancellor,  for  meeting  the  expense  of 
courses  of  lectures  on  some  branch  of  Christian  Evidences. 

ACTION   OF  THE  SYNOD. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  action  of  the  Synod  at  Greenville, 
Ky. ,  in  October  last,  in  adopting  the  report  of  the  Committee 
to  visit  the  University. 

REPORT    OF    THE  PERMANENT  COMMITTEE  TO  VISIT    CENTRAL    UNIVERSITY. 

To  the  Synod  of  Kentucky,  in  session  at  Louisville,  October  12,  1892  : 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report :  The  Com- 
mittee, through  its  different  members,  visited  the  University  both  during 
term-time  and  at  the  commencement  last  June.  This  has  given  it  an 
opportunity  to  observe  all  of  the  workings  of  the  institution.  We  have 
listened  to  lectures  and  recitations  in  almost  every  professor's  room,  both 
in  the  college  and  preparatory,  and  so  speak  advisedly  when  we  declare 
that  the  daily  routine  work  of  the  professors  and  students  is  of  the  highest 
order  and  so  eminently  satisfactory  as  to  be  a  source  of  great  gratifica- 
tion ;  and  we  wish  it  understood  that  this  declaration  is  made  not  pro 
forma  but  ex  animo. 

At  the  commencement  some  of  the  examination  papers  of  the  students 
in  every  class  were  looked  over  by  some  member  of  the  Committee.  As 
was  to  be  expected,  they  presented  all  grades  of  excellence,  some  of  them 
being  almost,  or  quite,  perfect.  There  was  one  examination  paper  in 
Theism  that  would  have  done  credit  to  almost  any  theological  student  in 
a  regular   seminary.     The    entire    commencement  was  a  very  successful 
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one,  the  students  acquitting  themselves  with  great  credit,  and  the  attend- 
ance of  visitors  and  the  general  interest  being  highly  encouraging. 

We  commend  the  University  for  not  following  the  bad  example  of  some 
Eastern  colleges  in  giving  the  degree  of  B.  A.  to  those  who  have  never 
studied  Greek.  We  take  occasion  also  to  urge  upon  the  authorities  of 
the  institution  that  they  make  every  effort  to  induce  the  students  to  take 
the  B.  A.  course.  As  long  as  the  standards  of  our  church  require  a 
knowledge  of  Greek  as  a  condition  of  licensure  and  ordination,  we  must 
draw  our  supply  of  ministers,  as  a  rule,  from  those  who  have  taken  the 
college  course  in  Greek.  How  important,  then,  that  this  number  should 
be  as  large  as  possible. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  the  number  of  students  last  session  as 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  University,  and  the  number  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  present  session  as  even  larger  than  at  the  corresponding 
time  last  year.  We  are  also  glad  to  make  mention  of  the  general  good 
conduct  of  the  students  as  vouched  for  by  the  citizens.  The  morale  of  the 
student  body  seems  to  be  steadily  improving.  The  college  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
appears  to  be  doing  excellent  work. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  express  here  its  hearty  approval  of  the 
wisdom  of  the  Board  of  Curators  in  establishing,  at  central  points  in  the 
State,  University  High  Schools. 

The  one  at  Jackson,  in  Breathitt  county,  was  in  operation  last  year 
and  was  a  marked  success.  The  prospects  for  the  present  session  are  still 
more  encouraging.  We  learn  through  Dr.  Mickel,  the  Principal,  that 
one  hundred  and  forty-two  pupils  have  already  been  enrolled,  and  that 
probably  this  number  will  be  increased  to  the  lull  capacity  of  the  school. 
A  large  new  dormitory  has  just  been  completed,  though  it  is  yet  unfur- 
nished, We  are  informed  that  $1,000  will  be  necessary  for  this  purpose. 
Your  Committee  would  suggest  to  the  noble  women  of  our  Synod  that 
here  is  another  opportunity  for  them  to  display  their  well-known  zeal  and 
liberality  by  raising  the  funds  with  which  to  equip  this  building. 

Another  University  school,  as  the  Synod  is  aware,  has  just  been  opened 
at  Elizabethtown.  The  Rev.  W.  K.  Patterson,  the  pastor  of  our  church 
at  that  place,  has  consented  to  take  the  position  of  Principal.  The  school 
is  at  present  occupying  temporary  quarters,  but  a  large  and  handsome 
building  is  now  in  process  of  erection.  The  attendance  at  the  opening  of 
the  session,  we  are  told,  was  very  encouraging  considering  all  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  the  University  is  better  equipped  now  in 
all  respects  than  ever  before.  A  proper  oversight  is  being  exercised  over 
the  physical  culture  of  the  students,  and  new  gymnastic  apparatus  has 
just  been  ordered,  and  a  military  drill  for  the  students  instituted.  The 
teaching  force  of  the  college  was  augmented  last  year  by  the  presence  of 
the  newly  elected  professor  of  Evidences  and  the  English  Bible,  and  will 
be  still  further  increased  the  present  session  by  the  addition  to  the 
Faculty  of  Prof.  C.  E.  Saunders,  Ph.  D.,  who  takes  the  chair  of  chemistry 
and  geology,  Prof.  Kennedy,  the  former  incumbent,  retaining  the  depart- 
ments of  zoology  and  botany.  Valuable  additions  have  been  made  dur- 
ing the  year  to  the  library,  and  to  the  physical  and  chemical  apparatus. 
There  is  still  a  pressing  need  of  a  library  building,  an  observatory  and  a 
new  physical  laboratory. 

But  these  are  only  a  few  of  the  needs.  There  was  never  a  time  when 
first-class  universities,    giving   opportunities   especially  for  post-graduate 
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work,  were  more  imperatively  demanded  by  the  entire  South.  When 
Eastern  universities  are  extending  their  undergraduate  curricula  and 
broadening  their  graduate  courses,  we  of  the  South  must  not  lag  behind. 
Students  who  now  wish  to  take  advanced  courses  in  philosophy,  biology, 
psycho-physics,  pedagogics,  comparative  philology,  graphics,  art,  etc., 
are  compelled  to  go  East.  There  is  a  grand  opportunity  at  present  for 
Central  University  to  step  into  this  breach,  thereby  making  a  name  for 
herself  and  her  founders,  as  well  as  proving  a  blessing  to  the  cause  of 
higher  education  in  the  South  and  the  church  of  God  at  large.  We  hope 
some  of  the  wealthy  friends  of  the  University  who  have  already  been 
so  liberal,  will  seriously  consider  whether  they  can  not  emulate  the  exam- 
ple of  certain  benefactors  of  the  Eastern  colleges,  and  by  large  gifts  put 
Central  University  on  such  a  firm  financial  footing  that  she  will  be  able 
to  stand  facile  princeps  among  the  educational  institutions  of  our  section 
of  the  country. 

Your  Committee  should  not  neglect  to  make  special  mention  in  its 
report  of  the  first  year's  theological  class  at  Richmond,  conducted  by  Dr. 
Witherspoon  and  Prof.  Crooks.  We  found  in  this  class  eight  earnest, 
capable  young  men,  all  of  them  doing  faithful  work  under  the  efficient 
instruction  of  their  excellent  preceptors.  The  successful  outcome  of  this 
first  experiment  with  a  theological  class  should  be  a  source  of  great 
pleasure  and  encouragement  to  the  Synod.  The  authorities  of  the  Uni- 
versity, in  accordance  with  their  oft-expressed  conviction  that  our  young 
men  should  have  the  best  opportunities  possible  lor  a  theological  educa- 
tion, have  wisely  sent  away  these  students  to  complete  their  courses  at 
fully  equipped  seminaries  We  note  also  that  the  curators  not  wishing  to 
prejudice  the  interests  of  the  proposed  theological  seminary  for  the  South- 
west in  the  eyes  of  any  of  the  Synods,  and  finding  a  suspicion  in  some 
quarters  that  the  movement  of  our  Synod  in  favor  of  such  a  seminary  was 
in  the  interests  of  Central  University,  have  decided  not  to  open  this  fall 
at  Richmond  even  a  first-year's  class  in  theology,  thus  allaying  any  such 
apprehensions  that  might  exist.  We  hope  our  brethren  of  the  South- 
western Synods  will  now  understand  that  the  Synod  of  Kentucky  makes 
in  good  faith  an  offer  that  in  entire  and  absolute  independence  of  all  our 
existing  institutions  of  learning  we  alt  strike  hands  and  found  in  some 
large  city  a  theological  seminary  on  broad  and  deep  foundations,  thdt 
will  meet  the  needs  of  theological  education  in  the  great  and  growing 
Southwest  in  a  way  impossible  to  theological  departments  that  are  neces- 
sarily mere  appendices  to  local  institutions. 

The  Medical  and  Dental  departments  of  the  University  located  in 
Louisville,  are  still  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Synod  views  with  pleasure 
the  vigorous  efforts  of  the  Medical  and  Dental  departments  to  elevate  the 
standard  of  Medical  and  Dental  education. 

The  Committee  hereby  expresses  its  high  opinion  and  appreciation  of 
the  present  efficient  administration  of  the  University.  It  recommends 
that  as  each  Presbytery  is  represented  on  the  Permanent  Committee  to 
visit  Central  University,  that  these  members  be  requested  to  make  reports 
thereon  10  their  Presbyteries. 

It  recommends  that  the  Rev.  I.  S.  McElroy,  whose  labors  have  been 
so  successful  in  the  past,  be  reappointed  to  his  present  position,  and  that 
the  following  committee  to  visit  the  University  be  appointed  for  the 
ensuing  year:  Revs.  T.  A.  Bracken,  D.  D.,  W.  O.  Cochrane,  W.  G. 
Neville,  W.  H.  Miley,  J.  W.  Stagg,  J.  J.  Harbison,  J.  S.  Hawkins.

PROSPECTS    OF    THE    UNIVERSITY. 

The  increase  of  students  from  year  to  year,  the  satisfactory 
arrangement  of  the  old  business,  the  hearty  and  unanimous 
endorsement  of  the  Synod,  the  liberal  response  of  friends  to  the 
call  for  a  new  endowment,  the  energetic  action  of  many  promi- 
nent members  of  the  Alumni  Association,  and  the  general  feel- 
ing of  hopefulness  prevailing  throughout  the  State,  all  warrant 
the  expectation  ttut  Central  University  will  take  front  rank 
among  the  best  institutions  of  the  land. 

NEW  CURRICULUM  OF  STUDY. 

The  recent  additions  to  the  endowment  of  the  University 
have  enabled   the    Board   of  Curators   greatly  to   enlarge  the 
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courses  of  study,  and  to  introduce  a  partial  elective  system  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years.  While  providing  all  the  advan- 
tages of  a  fixed  curriculum,  students  are  enabled  %to  select, 
within  limits  directed  by  the  Faculty,  such  studies  as  will  be 
most  advantageous  to  their  developement.  Students  are  able,  in 
this  way,  to  pursue  certain  branches  to  a  fuller  extent  than  has 
heretofore  been  possible. 

THE   LIBRARY-DR.  LANDIS'  GREAT  GIFT. 

A  few  years  ago  the  University  came  into  possession  of  a 
very  valuable  collection  of  nearly  three  thousand  volumes,  the 
library  of  the  late  Rev.  R.  W.  Landis,  D.  D.,  of  Danville,  and 
bequeathed  by  him  to  this  institution. 

It  is  largely,  but  not  wholly,  composed  of  works  on  theology, 
and  is  regarded  as  the  most  valuable  private  collection  of  stand- 
ard writers  of  the  Reformed  or  Calvanistic  stamp  in  this 
country. 

In  consideration  of  this  valuable  gift,  and  in  deference  to 
Dr.  Landis'  cherished  wishes,  the  University  has  published  his 
celebrated  work  on  "  Imputations  and  Original  Sin." 

The  library  will  be  open  for  the  use  of  students  on  Saturday, 
from  1 0:00  a.  M.  to  2:00  p.  m. 

The  University  would  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its 
indebtedness  to  its  numerous  friends  for  their  kindly  dona- 
tions; in  particular  to  Hon.  John  G.  Carlisle,  Hon.  J.  C.  S. 
Blackburn,  Hon.  W.  C.  P.  Breckinridge  and  Hon.  James  B. 
McCreary  for  public  documents.  Donations  to  the  Library 
Fund  and  gifts  of  books  and  pamphlets,  engravings  and  Indian 
relics  are  earnestly  solicited  from  the  Alumni  and  other  friends. 

GYMNASIUM  AND  ATHLETIC  GROUNDS. 

All  exercises  in  the  Gymnasium  will  be  under  the  supervision 
of  a  Physical  Director. 

The  college  has  ample  ball  grounds,  tennis  grounds,  and  a 
new,  light,  airy,  tasteful  gymnasium,  thoroughly  equipped  with 
the  best  modern  appliances,  dressing-rooms,  bath-rooms,  etc., 
and  uses  a  thorough  system  of  physical  culture.  Before  enter- 
ing  the    Gymnasium  each  student  must  be  examined   by   the 
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Medical  Director,  and  if  it  is  found  that  the  regular  class  exer- 
cises are  not  likely  to  be  healthful  for  him,  the  Director  will 
prescribe  other  exercises  suited  to  his  constitution  and  condition. 
Plans  are  on  foot  for  the  erection  of  one  of  the  largest  and  best- 
equipped  Gymnasiums  in  connection  with  any  of  the  Southern 
colleges,  the  foundation  of  which  will  probably  be  laid  during 
the  Fall. 

Mr.  C.  L.  Avery,  Jr.,  a  distinguished  graduate  (B.  A.)  of 
Yale,  Class  '93,  and  endorsed  by  Dr.  Seaver,  the  Physical 
Director  of  the  University,  as  thoroughly  accomplished  in  ath- 
letic and  gymnastic  exercises,  has  been  appointed  Physical 
Director  and  will  enter  on  his  duties  in  September. 

MEMORIAL   HALL. 

In  October,  1883,  the  Centennial  of  Presbyterianism  in  Ken- 
tucky was  celebrated  by  the  Synod  at  Harrodsburg.  Presbyte- 
rianism and  higher  education  have  been  so  identified  throughout 
the  whole  history  of  the  State  that  there  could  have  been  no 
appropriate  celebration  of  this  anniversary  in  which  the  cause 
of  education  was  not  made  prominent. 

In  order  to  leave  a  permanent  memorial  of  this  interesting 
epoch,  the  ladies  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  church  undertook 
to  raise  $15,000  for  the  erection  of  a  dormitory  and  boarding- 
hall  on  the  grounds  of  the  University.  Their  design,  which 
was  to  cheapen  the  cost  of  education,  and  thus  place  it  within 
the  reach  of  a  large  number  of  students,  has  been  fully  realized. 
The  building,  a  handsome  three-story  brick,  a  model  of  conven- 
ience and  comfort,  furnishing  accommodations  for  more  than 
fifty  young  men,  was  completed  and  occupied  on  the  18th  of 
September,  1883.  The  total  cost,  including  furniture,  was 
about  $20,000. 

Under  the  admirable  management  of  Mrs.  Eliza  T.  Jackson, 
young  men  are  surrounded  by  all  the  influences  of  a  refined, 
Christian  home. 

Disorderly  students  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  as  perma- 
nent boarders. 
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EXPENSES. 

The  cost  of  board  in  Memorial  Hall  (including  furnished 
room,  servant's  attendance,  table  fare,  fuel  and  light)  will  be 
$120  for  the  session  of  forty  weeks,  payable  quarterly  in  ad- 
vance. The  rooms  are  large  and  well  ventilated,  and  no  room 
will  have  more  than  two  occupants. 

All  damage  done  to  a  room,  beyond  the  ordinary  wear  and 
tear,  must  be  made  good  as  soon  as  possible  at  the  expense  of 
the  occupants.  This  provision  includes  all  breakage  of  glass, 
whether  by  accident  or  design. 

Students  desiring  to  board  in  Memorial  Hall  will  do  well  to 
make  early  application. 

Students  also  board  with  the  best  families  in  the  town  or 
adjacent  country,  at  from  $2.50  to  $4  per  week.  This  is  inclu- 
sive of  everything  except  washing,  which  is  had  at  from  $1  to 
$1.50  per  month.

Students  in  the  departments  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  pay  a  labora- 
tory fee  of  $5. 

The  total  expenses  for  the  year,  including  tuition,  board  and  washing, 
need  not  exceed  $160  to  $220  in  the  Preparatory  department,  and  $180 
to  $240  in  the  College,  exclusive  of  books. 

Candidates  for  the  Gospel  ministry  and  the  sons  of  all  minis- 
ters are  received  without  charge  for  tuition. 

The  incidental  fee  is  required  of  all  students. 

The  college  fees  are  due  at  the  beginning  of  each  term,  and 
must  be  settled  promptly. 

No  student  will  receive  a  diploma,  or  an  honorable  dismission, 
until  his  fees  are  paid.

Physical  Training. 

Careful  attention  will  be  given  to  the  Physical  Training  of  all 
students. 

For  young  men  and  boys  base  ball,  foot  ball  and  gymnastics 
are  encouraged ;  the  object  being  to  improve  the  health  and 
physique  of  the  students,  and  thus  enable  them  to  do  better 
work  at  their  studies.  A  uniform,  consisting  of  cap,  coat,  vest 
and  trousers,  is  provided  at  a  cost  of  $13.  The  entire  suit 
is  neat  and  serviceable,  and  may  be  worn  on  any  occasion. 
As  many  do  not  wish  to  incur  the  expense  of  an  extra  suit  until 
needed,  only  the  cap  is  required  to  be  worn,  costing  but  seventy- 
five  cents. 

DIPLOMAS  AND  CERTIFICATES. 

Students  upon  completion  of  the  entire  course  of  study  in 
the  Collegiate  Course  are  entitled  to  diplomas  from  Central 
University  as  graduates  of  Jackson  Collegiate  Institute.  Stu- 
dents upon  completion  of  any  other  course  are  entitled  to  cer- 
tificates. 

READING  COURSE. 

Among  the  prominent  features  of  the  institution,  is  the  splen- 
did Library  and  Reading-room.  The  Library  consists  of  one 
thousand  and  five  hundred  volumes,  to  which  all  pupils  have 
daily  access  for  reading  and  reference.  Each  pupil,  above  the 
Primary  Grade,  is  required  to  read  from  two  to  four  volumes 
per  term — standard  works  recommended  by  the  professor  of 
English — on  which  he  is  questioned  at  the  final  examination  of 
the  term.  The  reading-room  contains  the  leading  daily  and 
weekly  papers  of  the  State,  and  a  number  of  the  best  magazines, 
and  is  open  to  pupils  at  all  hours  of  the  day. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  in  connection  with  the  in- 
stitute, the  Periclean  and  the  Ciceronian,  and  all  students  above 
the  Intermediate  Department  will  be  assigned  to  one  of  these 
on  entrance.  The  Societies  are  presided  over  by  one  of  the 
professors,  and   in  them  the  young  men  are  taught  the  art  of 
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public  speaking  in  a  practical  manner,  by  debate  and  other 
oratorical  exercises,  and  the  young  ladies  present  recitations  and 
essays,  and  give  musical  entertainments.  Washington's  birth- 
day will  be  observed  by  these  Societies. 

SESSIONS  AND  RECESSES. 

There  will  be  a  session  of  forty  weeks,  which  will  be  divided 
into  four  terms  of  ten  weeks  each.  There  will  be  a  recess  of 
one  week  including  the  holidays  of  Christmas  and  New  Year's 
day.  Thanksgiving  day  and  226.  of  February  will  be  observed 
as  national  holidays. 

LOCATION. 

Jackson,  the  county  seat  of  Breathitt,  is  beautifully  situated 
on  high  ground  near  the  north  fork  of  the  Kentucky  river,  and 
is  noted,  not  only  as  a  central  point  in  the  mountains,  but  also 
for  the  heathfulness  of  its  climate,  the  inexpensiveness  of  living, 
and  the  sobriety  and  refinement  of  its  people.  Not  only  has  Jack- 
son good  churches  and  Sabbath  schools,  it  is  also  a  prohibition 
town,  and  all  laws  are  strictly  enforced.  It  has  rapid  and  easy 
communication  with  other  places  by  means  of  the  Kentucky 
Union  railroad  now  running  to  this  point,  which  brings  the 
morning  papers  of  Louisville  and  Cincinnati  the  same  day. 
The  climate  of  the  Kentucky  mountains  is  exceptionally  good; 
the  nights  are  cool  in  summer,  and  in  winter  the  hills  afford 
protection  from  the  cold  winds.  All  things  considered,  there 
is  no  place  in  the  State  where  the  student  can  be  more  comfort- 
able and  do  better  work. 

The  Jackson  Collegiate  Institute  will  give  the  courses  of 
study  best  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  students  in  actual  attend- 
ance, and  as  the  demand  for  higher  education  increases,  the 
curriculum  will  be  enlarged  until  at  no  distant  day,  as  is  confi- 
dently expected,  the  institute  shall  become  a  college,  which 
will  meet  all  the  demands  of  higher  education  for  the  people  of 
Eastern  Kentucky. 

BOARDING. 

The  Little  Hall,  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  J. 
Little,    with  large  and  well   lighted   rooms   for   the    students, 
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was  erected  during  the  summer  of  1892,  and  has  been  filled 
with  students  during  its  first  year.  Under  the  admirable  man- 
agement of  Miss  Mary  P.  Irvine,  the  inmates  are  surrounded 
by  all  the  influences  of  a  refined  Christian  home.  One  of  the 
professors  will  always  reside  in  the  Hall.  Disorderly  students 
will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  as  permanent  boarders.  Good 
board,  with  furnished  rooms,  is  given  at  $2.50  per  week. 
Besides  this,  board  can  be  obtained  in  private  families  at  from 
$2.00  to  $2.50  per  week. 

EXPENSES.

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LOCATION. 

The  Charter  of  the  Central  University  of  Kentucky  provides 
for  the  establishment  of  six  preparatory  schools  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  University.  The  Board  of  Curators,  having  ac- 
cepted the  liberal  offer  of  the  citizens  of  Elizabethtown  and 
Hardin  county,  has  located  the  second  one  of  these  University 
schools  in  Elizabethtown.  The  design  is  to  furnish  to  the 
people  of  Hardin  and  surrounding  counties  a  training  school 
second  to  none  in  the  country — one  that  will  give  the  best 
mental  and  moral  training  and  prepare  its  pupils  for  practical 
business  life,  or  higher  classes  of  college  or  university. 

With  this  view  the  curriculum  of  study  has  been  carefully 
prepared  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  two  classes  of  students,  those 
who  wish  to  complete  their  education  in  the  high  schools  and 
those  who  desire  to  prepare  themselves  for  a  university  course. 

Grounds  have  been  secured  and  elegant  buildings  with  all 
the  necessary  equipments  of  a  first-class  training  school  have 
been  erected  during  the  year.  Session  begins  September 
14,    1893. 

Experienced  and  skillful  teachers,  having  the  best  interest  of 
the  pupil  at  heart,  have  been  employed,  and  nothing  will  be 
spared  to  establish  as  good  a  school  as  can  be  found  anywhere. 

The  location  of  the  school  is  most  fortunate.  Elizabethtown 
is  a  town  of  3,000  inhabitants,  on  the  main  line  of  the  L.  &  N. 
R.  R.,  at  the  junction  of  the  C.  O.  &  S.  W.  R.  R.,  forty  miles 
from  Louisville,  and  accessible  to  all  parts  of  the  State.  Trains 
are  passing  at  all  hours  of  the  day. 

In  point  of  healthfulness,  Elizabethtown  is  unsurpassed  by 
any  town  in  the  country. 

The  people  are  hospitable  and  refined,  and  have  opened  their 
houses  to  students  and  thus  thrown  around  them  the  restraints 
of  the  family  circle  and  the  influence  of  the  Christian  household. 

The  site  selected  for  the  building  is  on  the  west  side  of  the 
town  and  embraces  seven  acres,  which  makes  a  beautiful 
campus.

The  Curators  take  pleasure  in  calling  attention  to  the  high 
position  attained  by  the  Hospital  College  of  Medicine  among 
the  leading  medical  colleges  of  the  country.  They  believe  ex- 
perience has  abundantly  proved  that  Polyclinical  and  Labora- 
tory instructions  yield  the  best  results,  and  hence  have  adopted 
this  as  their  method,  rather  than  the  old  forms  of  didactic  lect- 
ures alone. 

Believing  that  the  sentiment  throughout  the  country  demands 
higher  qualifications  of  graduates  in  medicine,  this  college  adopted, 
in  1890,  a  regulation  requiring  of  all  students  entering  after  the  ses- 
sion of  1891  to  attend  three  complete  courses  of  lectures  before  ap- 
plying for  graduation,  it  was  the  first  medical  college  in  the  South 
to  change  from  two  courses  to  three,  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
profession  throughout  the  whole  South  will  endorse  its  efforts  to  raise 
the  standard  of  medical  education,  and  will  support  it  in  its  ac- 
tion. Experience  has  abundantly  shown  the  wisdom  of  the  change, 
the  Fres/wie?i  showing  a  much  more  rapid  advancement  in  their 
studies  than  under  the  old  system,  when  the  student,  with  little  or 
no  ti?ne  for  study  was  obliged  to  spend  the  most  of  his  time  in  the 
lecture  and  clinic  rooms. 

The  Hospital  College  is  the  only  college  in  the  State  of  Kentucky 
which  has  adopted  three  courses  of  graded  instruction  and  which 
holds  membership  in  the  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges. 
It  is  the  only  college  in  the  State  the  diploma  of  which  is  recog- 
nized by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Illinois,  and  by  similar  Boards 
in  other  States. 
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COLLEGE    BUILDINGS  AND   EQUIPMENT. 

In  1874,  when  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Central  Uni- 
versity began  its  career,  the  buildings  which  had  been  provided 
were  thought  to  be  the  more  convenient  and  comfortable  in 
arrangement  than  any  similar  structure  in  the  South.  When  the 
Dental  Department  of  the  University  was  established,  in  1886, 
new  buildings  were  erected,  and  more  elaborate  arrangements 
were  made  for  laboratory  and  clinical  instruction. 

Advancement  in  the  methods  of  teaching  has  been  such,  how- 
ever, as  to  induce  the  Curators  of  the  University  to  provide  still 
further  for  its  Medical  and  Dental  Departments.  Plans  have, 
therefore,  been  made  and  contracts  executed  for  the  erection 
of  an  additional  four-story  magnificent  brick  structure,  covering 
the  entire  grounds  ;  the  work  to  be  completed  by  the  30th  day  of 
November,  1893.  Every  modern  device  and  convenience,  for 
laboratory  and  clinical  instruction,  have  been  provided,  and  the 
next  session  of  the  Hospital  College  of  Medicine,  and  the  Lou- 
isville' College  of  Dentistry,  will  be  inaugurated  in  luxurious 
apartments  of  the  most  ample  and  modern  design. 

The  conspicuous  success  of  these  two  departments  has,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Curators,  fully  warranted  this  additional 
expense  in  erecting  the  most  commodious  edifice  devoted  to 
medical  teaching  in  the  South. 

The  equipment  of  the  college  enables  the  Faculty  to  demon- 
strate, with  the  aid  of  microscopes,  maps,  charts,  magic-lantern 
views,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Microscopy,  Toxicology, 
Histology  and  Pathology.  Other  demonstrations,  in  Opera- 
tive and  Minor  Surgery,  Anatomy,  Histology  and  Pathology, 
Urinology,  Physical  Diagnosis,  the  use  of  the  Ophthalmoscope 
and  Laryngoscope,  Sounds,  Specula,  Catheters  and  instruments 
of  precision  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disease. 

CLINICAL.  INSTRUCTION. 

In  addition  to  the  necessary  didactic  lectures,  the  Polyclinical 
course  consists  of:

Fractures,  Dislocations,  Tumors,  Venereal  Diseases,  etc.  From  n  A.  m. 
to  12:30  P.  m.,  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays. 

3.  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  by  Professor  Frank  C.  Wilson.  From 
1 1:00  a.  M.  to  12:30  P.  m.,  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays. 

4.  Diseases  of  Infancy  and  Childhood,  by  Professor  John  A. 
Larrabee.     From  3:00  to  4:00  P.  M.,  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays. 

5.  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat,  by  Professor  Dudley  S. 
Reynolds.     From  3:00  to  4:00  p.  m.,  Mondays  and  Thursdays. 

6.  Diseases  of  Women,  by  Professor  Lewis  S.  McMurtry.  From 
2:00  to  3:00  p.  M.,  on  Tuesdays  and  Fiidays. 

7.  Diseases  of  the  Skin,  by  Professor  John  E.  Hays.  From  2:00 
to  3:00  p.  m.,  on  Saturdays. 

More  than  twenty  thousand  cases  have  been  registered  at  the 
Hospital  College  Polyclinic  during  the  past  year. 

At  no  other  institution  can  superior  advantages  be  had  for 
the  study  of  diseases  incident  to  the  South  and  West. 

Students  should  select  schools  where  they  can  become  familiar 
with  the  diseases  which  prevail  in  the  sections  of  the  country 
where  they  expect  to  practice. 

THE   LOUISVILLE  CITY    HOSPITAL. 

This  hospital,  with  five  hundred  beds,  is  immediately  opposite 
the  college  and  affords,  on  this  account,  peculiar  advantages  to 
the  students  of  the  institution.  The  Hospital  has  just  been 
remodeled  and  greatly  enlarged,  allowing  very  greatly  increased 
advantages  for  clinical  teaching. 

The  students  of  this  institution  possess  equal  advantages  in 
all  hospitals  of  this  city  with  those  from  other  medical  colleges. 

The  four  resident  physicians  of  this  hospital  are  annually 
selected  from  the  recent  graduates  in  this  city,  one  being  ap- 
pointed from  each  of  the  four  schools.

ROLL  OF  HONOR. 

To  encourage  diligence  in  study  and  reward  the  meritorious, 
the  Faculty  has  established  the  Roll  of  Honor,  open  to  any 
candidate  for  graduation  who  will  undergo  written  examinations 
and  attain  a  standard  of  ninety  per  cent,  in  all  the  branches  of 
the  curriculum.  The  diplomas  will  be  marked  Distinguished, 
and  the  names  will  be  so  published  in  the  list  of  the  Alumni 
of  the  college.  Although  this  is  optional,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
class  will  prefer  it  to  the  green-room  examinations,  and  that  each 
year  will  witness  an  increased  number  striving  for  the  distinction 
thus  placed  within  the  grasp  of  every  diligent  student. 

FALL  COURSE. 

The  Fall  Clinical  and  Laboratory  Course  will  be  a  perma- 
nent feature  of  the  college.  This  course,  which  is  unofficial, 
consists  of  the  regular  clinics,  laboratory  exercises  and 
lectures,  all  under  the  direct  charge  of  the  Faculty.  The 
course  opens  the  first  Monday  in  October  and  ends  the  last 
Saturday  before  Christmas.  It  is  of  particular  value  to  those 
who  have  just  entered  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  because  it 
covers  the  field  of  elementary  subjects ;  and  to  advanced  students 
and  practitioners  for  the  superior  clinical  work  it  embraces. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Matriculates  who  do  not  furnish  evidence  of  sufficient  pre- 
liminary education  are  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  English 
and  Elementary  Physics,  or  Natural  Philosophy,  and  in  the 
equivalent  of  one  year's  Latin.  Students  who  have  not  already 
studied  Latin  may  enter  and  take  Latin  as  a  regular  study  during 
their  Freshman  year. 

Graduates  of  literary  or  scientific  colleges,  academies  or  high 
schools,  or  who  have  passed  the  entrance  examination  to  a  lit- 
erary college,  in  good  repute;  who  have  a  county  or  State 
teacher's  certificate;  graduates  in  medicine;  previous  matric- 
ulates of  this  college;  and  students  who  desire  to  pursue  a 
special  course  of  study — other  than  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
the  degree — will  be  exempt  from  this  examination. 
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Students  who  have  completed  a  full  course  of  study  equiva- 
lent to  that  required  for  admission  to  this  college  may  be  admitted 
on  the  certificates  of  their  instructors. 

Gentlemen  are  advised  before  coming  to  the  college  to  secure 
the  documentary  evidence  of  their  preliminary  education  and 
of  their  good  moral  standing. 

//  is  important  to  notice  that  the  diplomas  of  such  schools  as  do 
not  require  an  examination  preliminary  to  entrance  are  not  accepted 
as  evidence  of  qualification  to  practice  i?i  Illinois,  Missouri,  West 
Virginia,  Texas,  Alabama,  Iowa  and  other  States,  including  all  the 
Northwestern  States. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

i.  Applicants  for  admission  to  lectures  must  be  of  good  moral 
standing  and  have  a  good  English  education. 

2.  The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  have  sustained  a 
good  moral  character. 

3.  He  must  file  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  studied  med- 
icine for  at  least  four  years  under  a  regular  graduate,  or  licentiate 
and  practitioner  of  medicine,  in  good  standing,  using  the  word 
"regular"  in  the  sense  commonly  understood  in  the  medical 
profession.  No  candidate  shall  be  eligible  for  final  examination 
for  graduation  unless  his  term  of  four  years'  study  shall  have 
been  completed,  or  shall  expire  not  later  than  three  months 
after  the  close  of  the  final  examinations. 

4.  He  must  have  attended  three  complete  courses  of  lectures,  the 
last  of  which  shall  have  been  in  this  institution ;  have  taken  the 
ticket  of  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  two  sessions,  and  have 
attended  two  courses  of  clinical  and  hospital  instruction. 

5.  Students  who  have  read  the  requisite  time,  and  attended 
two  full  courses  of  lectures  in  a  recognized  medical  school,  are 
admitted  to  examination  in  this  school  after  attendance  upon 
one  complete  course. 

6.  The  candidate  must  exhibit  proof  of  compliance  with  the 
above  rules,  and  have  paid  in  full  all  college  dues  before  he  can 
be  admitted  to  final  examination.    The  fee  for  final  examination 
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must  be  paid  to  the  Dean  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May. 
The  presentation  of  a  thesis  is  not  required. 

The  examination  for  the  degree  is  on  all  the  branches  taught  in  the 
college.  The  final  examination  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia 
Medica  and  Chemistry  takes  place  at  the  end  of  the  Junior  year. 

REDUCTION  OF  FEES. 

i.  The  established  fees  for  the  exercises  of  the  regular  session 
except  the  matriculation  fee,  graduation  fee,  fee  for  dissection 
and  laboratory  fees,  will  be  reduced  one-half  to  graduates  of 
less  than  three  years'  standing  of  other  colleges. 

2.  The  same  fees  will  be  remitted  altogether  to  Alumni  of 
this  college;  to  graduates  of  three  years'  standing  of  other 
recognized  colleges;  and  to  theological  students  when  not 
candidates  for  graduation. 

3.  The  same  fees  may  be  reduced  or  remitted  to  deserving 

indigent  students,  to  a  number  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  of 

the  number  of  matriculates  at  the  previous  regular  session  of  the 

college.

Regular   Session    begins    Monday,  January    1,  1894,  and 
continues  Six  Months. 


The  Board  of  Curators  of  The  Central  University  of  Kentucky, 
recognizing  the  superior  advantages  offered  by  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  Dental  College, 
has  established  a  Dental  Department  in  the  buildings  of  the 
Hospital  College  of  Medicine,  and  in  doing  so  has  spared 
neither  expense  nor  pains  to  place  the  new  department  upon  an 
equal  plane  with  any  other  similar  institution  in  the  country. 

New  buildings  designed  expressly  for  the  purpose  of  a  Den- 
tal College  and  combining  all  the  modern  improvements  and 
facilities  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  students,  have 
been  provided.  The  operating-rooms  are  furnished  with  the 
most  approved  modern  chairs,  and  such  other  appliances  neces- 
sary to  the  thorough  teaching  and  clear  demonstration  of  all 
operations  and  methods  in  Operative  Dentistry. 

During  the  present  year  the  Dental  Infirmary  has  been  re- 
fitted, new  chairs  of  the  latest  pattern  added,  and  a  handsomely 
furnished  waiting-room  provided.  The  conveniences  of  the 
Infirmary  are  those  of  a  private  office,  and  the  public  has  shown 
its  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  Faculty  by  the  large  clinics 
constantly  present. 

The  Laboratory  is  furnished  with  benches,  drawers  and 
closets  for  each  student,  and  supplied  with  furnaces,  rolling-mills, 
and  all  other  appliances  needed  in  a  thoroughly  equipped  dental 
Laboratory.

braces men  capable  as  teachers  and  eminent  in  the  profession. 

The  Dental  Department,  being  directly  connected  with  the 
Medical  Department,  affords  to  the  dental  student  rare  oppor- 
tunities to  combine  a  medical  and  dental  education.  In  the 
present  advanced  state  of  the  profession  of  dentistry,  and  the 
higher  qualification  exacted  of  its  members,  a  knowledge  of 
general  medicine  makes  the  acquirement  of  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  almost  essential  to  the  success  of  those  who 
would  practice  the  now  well-recognized  specialty  of  dentistry. 

The  curricula  of  the  two  departments  are  so  arranged  that 
the  graduate  of  one  may  acquire  the  degree  of  the  other  by 
taking  one  additional  course  of  instructions  in  that  department. 
The  student  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  this  offer  must  notify 
the  Dean  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term. 

The  City  Hospital,  the  largest  institution  for  the  care  of  the 
sick  in  the  city,  is  directly  opposite  the  College.  Its  wards 
are  at  all  times  open  to  the  students  of  this  college,  and 
frequent  opportunities  of  witnessing  surgical  operations  are 
enjoyed  by  the  class,  thus  giving  the  dental  student  much  val- 
uable instruction. 

The  supply  of  clinical  material  can  safely  be  relied  upon, 
and  each  student  will  have  ample  opportunity  for  practice  in 
every  class  of  dental  art. 

The  high  standard  of  excellence  which  has  long  character- 
ized the  Hospital  College  of  Medicine,  and  made  that  institu- 
tion so  justly  famous,  is  maintained  in  the  Department  of  Den- 
tistry, which  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  that  the  graduates  of  this 
school  will  be  fully  equipped  to  become  eminent  in  their 
profession. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

The  college  is  a  member  of  the  National  Association  of 
Dental  Faculties,  and  is  governed  by  its  rules. 

The  candidate  must  submit  to  a  preliminary  examination  in 
those  branches  which  go  to  make  up  a  good  English  education. 

Satisfactory  proof  of  having  graduated  from  a  reputable  col- 
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lege,  high  school  or  literary  institution,  a  diploma  or  a  first 
grade  teacher's  certificate  will  exempt  the  candidate  from  such 
examination. 

Before  submitting  to  an  examination,  the  candidate  must  pay 
to  the  Dean  the  matriculation  and  lecture  fees  in  full.  In  case 
of  rejection,  money  so  paid  will  be  refunded  without  delay. 

The  candidate  must  be  prepared  to  submii  to  the  Dean  of 
the  college  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character. 

SESSIONS. 

The  next  regular  session  of  the  Louisville  College  of  Dent- 
istry, Dental  Department  of  The  Central  University  of  Kentucky 
will  begin  January  i,  1894,  and  continue  six  months. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  in  this  department  will  embrace  all  sub- 
jects directly  pertaining  to  the  science  and  art  of  dentistry,  and 
such  collateral  branches  as  are  required  of  first  course  medical 
students. 

The  plan  of  instruction  is  systematically  graded  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  uniform  standard  established  by  the 
National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

To  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery,  the  can- 
didate must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years;  he  must 
have  attended  three  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which 
must  have  been  at  this  college  ;  he  must  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  all  the  branches  especially  relating  to  dentistry; 
he  must  deposit  in  the  museum  of  the  college  a  creditable  speci- 
men of  prosthesis. 

GRADUATION  IN  MEDICINE. 

Graduates  in  the  Dental  Department  may  obtain  the  degree 
of  M.  D.  by  attending  one  additional  session  and  passing  satisfac- 
tory examination  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University. 

BOARD. 

Board  can  be  obtained  near  the  college  at  from  $3  to  $5  a 
week,  in  the  best  families.     Students  are  invited  to  call  upon 
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the  Dean  immediately  upon  their  arrival,  that  he  may  be  able 
to  assist  them  in  procuring  comfortable  homes. 

INSTRUMENTS. 

Each  student  will  be  required  to  furnish  his  own  instruments, 
a  list  of  which  can  be  had  by  application  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty.  An  outfit  can  be  had  suitable  for  college  use  adapted 
to  after-practice,  at  from  $30  to  $75.
